Two things for voters to keep in mind about 'lw 
three-mill school levy when they go to the polls next 
Tuesday are that it Is not an Increase in taxes and 
that H is needed to keep the schools operating ful 
time 
It does not mean an Increase in taxes because it 
Will meiely be the renewal of the levy now in effect 
It is a levy for a five-year period, renewed at the 
end of cnth period 
because 
it is a tax outside the 
10-mill tax limitation on real estate. 
For more than 20 years the Salem schools have 
depended upon this levy for a large share of curren 
operating expenses. Without it the schools could not 
be kept open much more than half the normal schoo 
year.

days lost from trench feet—ring 
worm during the last war. 
A particularly troublesome form 
of .'kin disability is from plain pus 
infection of the skin. This is na­ 
tural because in field maneuver 
the fingers and fingernail beds are 
likely to become infected with sma'l 
abscesses which are transferred to 
tlie other parts of the . kin by con­ 
tact and by scratching. So medical 
officers are particularly alert 
.o 
treat these apparently trivial in­ 
fections in their incipiency. 
Scabies the itch—we will always 
have with us probably. 
And no 
wonder, i' you consider the enter­ 
prise of the female itch insect. 
Buxton, of the British armv, found 
that from egg to ndult female was 
an interval of eight days, and she 
begins to 1.4y eggs 24 hours after 
maturity and lavs two eggs a day 
for 50 days. To compute that re­ 
quires logarithms rather than the 
multiplication table. You may think 
of the itch as a minor annoyance 
but it caused the loss of 393.700 
active sei vice days in 1917-1919.

A number of materials are avail­ 
able fir insulat.on m d are pro­ 
vided by reputable firms which are 
equipped to give the most efficient 
service. 
While advocating equip­ 
ment of homes in such manner to 
conserve fuel, the United States 
Bureau of Mines has warned insul­ 
ation improperly installed is not 
efficient. 
Additional economies are assured 
if house walls are insulated, and, of 
course, storm windows will give an­ 
other 14 to 18 per cent saving. 
Appreciation of the value of in­ 
sulation and window conditioning is 
reflected in the increasing practice 
of building insulation into walls and 
roofs when new houses are con­ 
structed. 
In most older types of hemes the 
I "cap," or roof insulation with an 
I apron part way down the walls, 
can be installed easily and without 
. great expense. 


Greater economy 
in household 
heating means even more to the 
national war economy than to the 
individual, according to the United 
States Bureau of Mines. 
In its booklet on the Paul M 
Tyler report, urging home insul­ 
ation. the bureau said that "here is 
a situation where the interests of 
the individual and the nation are 
identical, and the greatest good for 
the greatest number is obtained 
without sacrifice to anyone.

The most important area of any 
house to insulate is the attic flr-or, 
or the roof if the householder de­ 
sires a warm attic. 
Insulation on the "topside” pro- 
lides a blanket of material which 
successfully reduces the great loss 
of heat due to continually rising of 
warm air. 
A number of materials are avail­ 
able fir insulation rnd are pro­ 
vided by reputable firms which are 
equipped to give the most efficient 
service. 
While advocating equip­ 
ment of homes in such manner to 
conserve fuel, the United States 
Bureau of Mines has warned insul­ 
ation improperly installed is not 
efficient. 
Additional economies are assured 
if house walls are insulated, and, of 
course, storm windows will give an­ 
other 14 to 18 per cent saving. 
Appreciation of the value of in­ 
sulation and window conditionin g is 
reflected in the increasing practice 
of building insulation into walls and 
roofs when new houses are con­ 
structed. 
In most older types of homes the 
’cap," or roof insulation with an 
apron part way down the walls, 
can be installed easily and without 
. great expense. 


Greater economy 
in household 
heating means even more to the 
national war economy than to the 
individual, according to the United 
States Bureau of Mines. 
In its booklet on the Paul M. 
Tyler report, urging home insul­ 
ation, the bureau said that “here is 
a situation where the interests of 
the individual and the nation are 
identical, and the greatest good for 
the greatest number is obtained 
without sacrifice to anyone. 
The bureau said that if less fuel

needs,

greatly increased requirements for 
defense can be met without unduly 
increasing
